cept. 
"I sincerely hope that work 
will 


bo continued and thai there will be 


no resumption of the strike. I hope 
tor an immediate settlement."

Mr. Sullivan stated to an Age re-

Washington. Jan. 7—The Russian 


and Japanese embassies ' here assert 
that peace talk is vain * Japan has 
made no overtures for peace to Rus- 
sia, directly or indirectly through the 
United States, or any other power, con- 
templates no such action, and now 
that Port Arthur has fallen, proposes 
to press the war In the north all the 
more vigorously by reinforcing the 
Japanese armies at Liao Yang with 
the greater part of the troops which 
bave been besieging Port Arthur. 
This in brief represents the views of 
Mr. Kogoro Ta vahira, Japanese min- 
ister, who has i jcently resumed charge 
of the legation at Washington after a 
Kogoro Takahira, Japanese minister. 
"The fall of Port Arthur," said the 
minister, "is but a step in the war 
which Japan is waging for a principle. 
Certainly H i^ an Important step, but 
nothing could be further from tho 
truth than the assumption that be- 
cause Japan has captured a strong- 
bold, the fall of which has long been 
expected, the Japanese 
government 


will now make overtures for peace. 
Japan Is too busy fighting. We are as 
much In earnest today as we wers at 
the outset of the war. We have made 
no overtures |pr peace, either directly 
or Indirectly, nor have the powers ap- 
proached Ha with any idea o£ inter- 
vention."

JEWELS

Cleveland, Jan. 7—The investiga- 


tion into the charge that larse quanti- 
ties of diamonds and jewels weie 
smuggled into this country by parties 
returning from Europe with Mrs. Gaa- 
sie L. Chadvick, has resulted in (he 
location bv the Unit"d States officers 
of some $00,000 worth of gems and 
diamonds says the Plain Dealer. The 
admission was made that the location 
of the jewels had been unearthed, but 
further than this the authorities re- 
fused to discuss the matter. 
It is 


known that there will be no immedi- 
ate seizure of the property. 
At the 


same time, however, it is said that 
steps have already been taken to see 
that the smuggled gems »re not re- 
moved pending seizure or whatever 
other method of action the govern- 
ment sees fit to adopt 


Communications with reference to 


the holding of the gems were sent 
from the district attorney's office. 
It 


is reported that some of the diamonds 
are lying in the safety deposit vaults 
of certain banks in this city and New 
York. On this point the federal au- 
thorities 
would say nothing.

ordered is explained by the fact that 
the formal Identification is necessary. 


Chadwick Jewels. 


"Washington,, Jan. 7.—The comptrol- 


ler of the currency has in his posses- 
sion an emerald ring and a diamond 
sunburst broach that are said to have 
at one time belonged to Mrs. Chad- 
wick. They were deposited with tho 
failed Citizens' National bank of Ober- 
lin, O.t as collateral. When the tank 
failed the jewelry was taken pos- 
session of by the receiver and It will 
be sold the same as the other assets 
of the bank. They were not deposited 
by Mrs. Chadwick, although It is said 
they once belonged to her. The jew- 
els have not been appraised and tha 
comptroller is unable to approximate 
their Tilua.

Between the United States and S*v*n 


Foreign Governments. 


Washington 
Jan. 7. — Arbitration 


treaties between the United. States 
and seven foreign government* were 
made public by order of the senate In 
executive session. The countries mak- 
ing the conventions are Great Britain. 
Portugal. France, Switzerland, Ger- 
many, Italv and Spain. 
All of the 


treaties are drawn In practically the 
same form, one of the most important 
aiiicles being as follows: 
"Differ- 


ences which may arise of a legal na- 
ture, or relating to the interpretation 
of treaties existing between the two 
contracting parties, and which it may 
not have been possible to settle by di- 
plomarv. shall be referred to the per- 
manent court of arbitration establish- 
ed at The I fugue by the convention \>C 
the 29th of July, 1899, provided, never- 
theless, tint they do not affect the 
vital Interests, the independence, or 
the honor of 
the two contracting 


states and do not concern the inter- 
ests of third parties "

Herrick will approve the contracts for 
Increased rentals for use of water by 
manufacturers on the northern di- 
Tision of the Ohio canal. This is held 
to be a step toward the creation of a 
4ee» water link betweea Lake Brie 
and the Ohio river. 


The board of public works, in ses- 


sion here, will hear the report of Chief 
Engineer Charles Perkins. It is be- 
lieved that the final details of the 
project to raise rentals to $30,000,000 
annually have been completed. Colonel 
Perkins is expected to report complete 
plans for the improvement. This will 
enable the board to let contracts for 
the work at once. The contracts must 
be let before Feb. 15, otherwise on 
that date the first appropriation of 
$75.000 would lapse back into the state 
treasury. For the current year there 
is also available ihe second appropria- 
tion of $125,000. These amounts will 
not be sufficient to provide a seven- 
foot canal from Cleveland to Dresden, 
where the Muskinguro river is to be 
tapped, but it will carry the improve- 
ment so far tliat the legislature will 
not think of abandoning it. but will 
care for it until finished. Inland navi- 
gation from Lake IQrie to Now Orleans 
via Cleveland and Marietta is in sight.

ground, and the moose by rearing upon 
his lund legs could reach him and 
struck at him with a pair of antlert 
henry enough to knock over a tree. 
Seeing that he would be killed if he 
remained there. Nelson moved out on 
the liuib, which was higher from the 
ground at its outer end, but his weight 
was too much .-md the limb broke, let- 
ting him down directly upon the ani- 
mal's nose.
